Woodruff, it it believed, 
knows something about the murder, 
more than be will ever telL 


The day that Crawford waa executed 


Woodruff wae out of sight on tbe eaat 
aide ot the jail with tbe other priaoner*.

There baa 
been but one exoepUon totnit rale, That 
was In the Thirtyntth Geneial Aseennbly 
when the report of theBevenne Commie- 
don waa oonddered by the Committee on 
Kereane. In that Legielatnre, and in 
that one alone, did thU eomtnittee take 
rank with the popular committees. 


Toe Review singles oat this committee 


a&d plee.de its makeup aa a& evioence 
that Speaker Craft* ia dealing fairly by 
the farmers, and that be ia^ot '•etookiog 
the oomtoitteea."' In view of the tact 
that the oomvittee ie one of no impor- 
tance, neither corporation* or oapitolieta 
oue who ia on the committee, and in caae 
it waa at all dangewo* to the interests ot 
capitalist*, with OoekreU at its bead they 
coold control it very cheap. It would 
only be & email matter of revenue. Tak> 
ing Iheee these things in connection with 
the resolutions of oensart pawed by 
scores ot farmere* organization* upon 
Cookrell and Moore, and the fact tbat the 
formers, to.ebow their contempt tor the 
coarae of these men, have bnraed them 
in effigy, it looks very tnnch aa it the .Re- 
view were tolly convinced, when it point* 
to Crafts' awigatnent ol the Revenue 
committee, that the fanners are incapable 
of distinguishing between friend and 
traitor. 


The committees whioh concern the

HOW THB FIBS STARTED. 


The alarm of fire was sounded a few 


minutes before five o'clock this morning 
by the blowing of tbe Wabasb ewitob 
engine whistle, and shortly otter five 
o'clock the fire department got the alarm 
rora tbe factory, sent in by the night 
watchman, William Oleesner. At timt 
time the flames were coming through tbe 
root of tbe five-story west wing ot the 
main building, The fire had slatted in 
tbe finishing room on tbe fourth floor, 
and from the best information that could 
be obtained it is certain that tbe nre was 
caused by spontaneous combustion in 
the finishing room, where rags and cotton 
were used to rub down and polish tnrni. 
ture ready to be put CD the market. Tbe 
rage were saturated with oil, turpentine 
oil aad naptba, and it baa been the daily 
custom to gather up tbe rage and store 
them in B eafe place. Possibly one or 
more bunches of the rage were not yatb- 
ert)d up last evening when tbe men quit 
work, and the costly conflagration of to- 
day is the result. The watchman wee 
awake and on duty. Mr. Olessner, as 
shown by tbe electric indicator in tbe 
offioe," had made hia last round of the 
building at 4:30 o'clock. Be bad nine 
stations to visit every halt hour in the 
rught. At each station, or on each floor, 
after making a close inspection,be would 
touch a button and the indicator In tbe 
office would Hill at just what time he was 
in a given part of tbe building. Mr. 
Gltssner at 4:30 made the fire ia the 
office, and then went to the engine room 
to ligbt tbe fire in the furnace, Then he 
started on another round ot tbe building. 
That was at about five o'clock. He found 
everything in proper ebape until be 
reached the sixth stution on tbe fooith 
floor, Wbeu he got tbere he first dis- 
covered tbe finishing room beyond the 
iror iJoore in flnm«e. He saw he could 
not do snjthing to check tbe flumes, and 
hn homed down to the office to eecd in tbe 
fire alarm. Said Mr Qleesnet: "I turned 
in the alarm at &:K- oV!o:k. The fire 
broke out in tbe center ot the floietung 
room. I cannot tell what caused it. I 
do know there we a no sign or smell of 
flre in the loom when 1 wae tbere at 4:30. 
Usually tbere ie en interval ot 30 min- 
ntee after making a round of the build- 
ing. 
Tbe flre moat have started Boon 


after 43(K It wee beyond my control 
when 1 discovered it. It mnet have been 
going five or ten micntte before I reached 
the floor." 


Samuel Sloae, tbe shipping clerk, was 


among the first at to« fire. He said: "I 
heard the whistles blowing. I live two 
Mocks distant, 
I came to the door, 


looted out and eaw tbe flames rising from 


iiSBo'eta*. I jumped into ay otottes 
•nd ntn to the buttdiDjt. I turned on 
tne'flood pipes on the fourth and fifth 
floors, from the outside, and then hurried 
to the basement sod turned on the water 
bom the flood pipes in all parta of th* 
factory. These pipes were enough to 
oheok an ordinary flre in its eulwrelagssi, 
bnt they did bat little good." 


"How did tbe flre start?'1 
"Idootknow. It began in the finish- 


ing room, That hall I know." 


Just then an employe of the tutor? 


came op and said: "I told you, 8am, a 
fire would break out in that room some 
day; thoee oily rage did it." Sam made 
no reply, but tbe young man went on 
talking to the crowd, giving hie opinion. 


BiTTIJSr. WITH THB FLUIBB. 


The entire fire department arrived en 


the scene in good time, bnt because ct 
weak pressure it was impossible to get a 
stream twenty feet high. Ex-Fire Ohiet 
Foster had charge of the men for awhile, 
bnt tbe witter pressure was so weak that 
it was practically useless to attempt to 
retch the fire on tbe fourth and fifth 
floors. It was apparent to everybody 
that nothing could be done except to 
hold the flatnea in check. On every floor 
there were great stacks of furniture, 
plenty ot dost and other infiammable 
material. It is doubtful if the flre oouVd 
have been put out bad the jtengamOD 
river been turned on tbe buildings, tt 
is presumed that the flood pipes were in 
full operation on each floor, but the effect 
of the flood wae not preoeptible. The 
west wing of the building on William 
street went first and then tbe south wing 
along the Illinois Central track. 


The storage building, filled with SD/ 


isbed furniture, was saved from destrnc' 
tion through the efforts ot tbe firemen 
The wooden passageway connecting tbe 
west wing and the storage noose was 
torn down, and then the firemen floods* 
tbe burning building to such an extent 
that the progress of tbe fire was checked. 


The office building on tte east was 


saved, aa waa also the engine and boilers, 
and all ot the lumber in tbe yards, ol 
which there is a large amount on hand. 


At intervals th« brick walle ot the two 


•wings tell with thundering crashes, one 
what with the heat of the fire, tbe smoke 
and tbe danger from the falling walls, 
the crowds were kept at a safe distance. 
Tbere was no one hurt except one man 
who wee etruok by a brick. He was only 
slightly bruised. 


IBB PR1BSDBE. 


Criticism ot inadequate fire protection 


was plentiful. Only an eight-inch wate 
main rnna from East Main and Broadway 
north and east past tbe factory. Tb 
pressure at firat waa disgustingly weak, 
but 
it was held by several parties 


that a dozen steam engines could no 
have put out tbe flre with the start i 
had, originating as it did in the most in 
flammable part of the building. The en 
ginoa at tbe water works were tun at 1<K 
pounds pressure, ifcey eonld stand n< 
more. 


Tbe fire ie the most calamitous Decs 


tnr hashed in many years. Tbe factory 
was running full handed, and did a bus; 
ness aggregating $150,000 to I200,00( 
yearly. It wae the busiest season wit 
the company, and they were behind with 
orders received in January. 


The 126 men thrown out of work repre- 


sent 500 people who were dependent fa 
support upon earnings at toe factory 
and much ot the money was used 
make payments on homes in diffewn 
parts of tbe city. The fire is therefore 
far more seriona Iocs to tbe working pea 
pie than to tbe owners of the plant.

A Secret Order of Miscreants 


WHOM Uurion to Vsmrea&ce. 


The dneovery ot tbe existence of tbe 


Mofla in New York WM -through the 
brutal murder ot Antonio Flacoomio in 
front ot Oooper Union by Carlo Qnarraro 
on October 14, 1888, Tbe m*n walked 
arm in arm quietly up the Bowery wben> 
anddenly, Qoanaro plunged a knife into 
Flaooamo and fled. Investigation showed 
that the murdeted man had once killed a 
Sicilian, and bw death waa decreed by 
the Mafia. - Tbe organization atill flour- 
ishes in New York, New Orleans and 
other large centers, Ita meubera are 
oatives ot the island of Sicily, whioh i* 
tbe home ot the parent organization. 


The Mafla ie made np of forgers, coun- 


terfeiters, burglars, highwaymen, mar- 
derere and other nriuiinala and fugitives 
from jnetice, Tbe members know each 
other by signs and pawworde and their 
headquarters in America aw in New Tork 
and New Orleans. It ie one ot tbeir by- 
laws that a man should die rather than 
divulge the secrets ot the order or eay a 
single word that would aid in tbe convic- 
tion of one ot the members, and they live 
np to tbia with strict persistency. An 
informer ie woiae than an enemy in their 
eyee, and he must be killed. The per- 
eon to do tbe killing ie selected by lot, 
and if he becomes weak hearted and faile 
to do the work be forfeits his own life, 
Tbe membera of tbe Mafia applaoded 
Flsocomo'a murder beoeuaa it vindicated 
tbeir power. Hie death waa decreed 
years before and the avengers followed 
him until tbe fatal blow waa etraek. In. 
sp*ctM Byrnes, ot New If oik, knows of 
every ramification of the Mafia, sod can 
touch at will any of its members in New 
York, This knowledge baa been attained 
by most superior detective work. 
Tbe Mafia ie not a new society. It ex 


ieted at the beginning of the present 
century io Sicily, being ibea tomr>o*d 
of noblemen banded together for protec- 
tion, Ita end woe pure and bigr. 
The 


bravest and beat ot tbe race t elonged to 
it. There wt^re meeting places, oatbe 
and offieerc. After 1860, however, when 
Guribaldt, Oavonr and Victor Emmanuel 
absorbed Bioilj. the reatoc for the ens- 
tecoe ol the Mofla no longer remained, 
and it disc ontasepalriotioorgftnisiuiorj. 
But the lower orders, especially the orim • 
maU, held together. ID time all honest 
men abandoned tbe Mafia and it became 
a refuge for criminals only. It is a 
plsguf to tbe government, a barrier to 
jnatioe, and the police of Sicily have in 
vain tried to brw-k it up. Thousands of 
criminal a have b->en driven to America, 
SD'J bare th*y httvn cotBfi together 
groups wttbont erwoial form of irgntti 
tion nr.cl trlth no other offlciTs tiuto tbe 
natural leaders ot such bodies. 


In New York nnd Hew Orleans there 


ore several thousand members of the 
Mafia. They are aprond.fterrerticH wbo 
look upon ordinary ItftliaoBTrith dis 
and tItBTUet. They ore moetlj bar 
fruit seUsre and saloon keepers. Unny 
ofntiem carry etillettoea, but their favor- 
ite weapon ie tbe roeor.

Some of tbe Mafia 
eent a big bnltet to a Sioilisn geutlemnn 
ot New Tork Oity .writing him to paythe 
meeeenner who carried the ballet 3500, or 
a companion bullet would pnnieh rotusal, 
A few daya later the man received wani- 
ng that when tbe other bullet came tbe 
money nmat be paid. Byrnes took bnl- 
eta and letters and shadowed tbe man 
nifrht and day. Tbe Mafia never dreamed 
a Sicilian would divulge tbt>ir aeoret, end 
eo did not fear capture. Byrnes soon 
laptnred two ot tbe criminals. The 
Sicilian went to Italy on business, and 
;he prisoners thuewcaped. But the re- 
anlt wne that one oight a great qnootity 
ot valuable lemon tr«ea an the complain- 
ant's grovee in Sicily were secretly de- 
stroyed by the Mafia.

He rallied onoe, and recognising 
bu son-in-law, Dr. Henry, who was with 
him said to him; "I know I have got to 
go. I have received my summons. I 
am an over-ripe sheaf, but I will take tbe 
weak one (meaning his son) with me," 
The son's death wot kept from him. 


Hr. Herndon was born in Oreensborg, 


Fa., December 28.1818, came to Illinois 
in 1820, and to Sangamon county in 1831 
in company with his parents. He at- 
tended eshool here uatil 1898, whaj-he 
entered the Ulicoa College at Jackson- 
ville, but wae removed from there by bis 
father in ooneeqnenoe ot the abolition 
excitement then pending, which resulted 
in the death ot Love joy at Alton. Tbe 
elder Herndon wae inclined to be pro- 
slavery in hu TMWB, and did not oare to 
have abolition sentiments instilled in bia 
•on'e mind by Jacksonville professors. 
It is probable, judging by later events, 
that the removal was aooompUsbed when 
it waa too late. After bis reoiovol from 
college he clerked in a store for several 
years, aid in 1812 entered tbe law office 
ot Lincoln t Logan, where he read two 
years and was admitted to the bar in 
1814. Tbe partnership ot Lincoln & Lo- 
gan now being dissolved, Mr Ltnoota 
and Mr. Herndon became partners, a re- 
lation never formally dissolved,and which 
ensfd until the death ot Lincoln, 
though other temporary arrangements 
were mode by Hr Hemdou, after Mr. 
Lincoln became president. The first ar- 
rangement was a partnership with Mr. 
Charles B. Zone, which continued until 
Zaue's elevation to the bench, when a 
partnership wae entered into with Alfred 
Oreodorff, which continued until Hi. 
Herndon's removal to the country in 
1867. Before he left tbe wry be wrote 
and delivered four lectures on tbe char- 
acter and life ot Lincoln. 


In the days of the old Whig party he 


wae an advocate of its pnnoiples.Bnd the 
"hard cider campaign" ot 18*0 was the 
first ID which he participated. He waa 
always an opponent of slavery and upon 
the organization ot the Republican party 
became one of its etrongeat advocates. 
He held tbe offloes of city attorney .mayor 
ot Springfield, bank commissioner for 
the etate under Governors Busell, Tates 
and Ogleaby, also minor offices. 
He 


married Mary J Maxey in ISM, and by 
her had su children—Jamer N., Annie 
M., now Mrs. Flenry; Beverly P., Eliza- 
beth a, Leigh W. and Mary N. His 
vntedwJ in 1860, and he married Anna 
Milefl, by whom he bad three children, 
William M, wbo died yesterday, being 
the oldest.

Not long 
after tbAtthe fiat etofl bad fallen so low 
hat s barber in Philadelphia papered 
lis ahop with the bills, and the contempt 
other people felt for them was shown 
n various ways, until they dropped ont 
of sight altogether aa not worth the 
handling.

This wea the fate ot tb» flat "money'- 


which but two Of three years previously 
bad been landed to the akiea as "the 
safest possible currency, because nobody 
could take it out of the country." 
Its 


collapse and disappearance left the new 
government without any circulating 
medium. The wretched atuff had driven 
every 6killing of com ont ot enroulatioa 
and reach of the people, except a small 


oanUty of gold that oame from the 
'reach alliance and from the aoantT for- 
eign ootumeroe ot that day, most ot which 
seems to have been in the shape ot trade 
with the British army itself, all of which 
was hoarded. For a Ion? time the people 
ot the new government Bad to do with- 
out money and retort to barter, and con- 
gress itself recognized the poverty ot the 
situation by requesting the eeveral 
statea to send in tneir -'specific euppliee" 
Of heef end pork, flour and rice, Bait, Lay, 
wbacco and ram instead of money. 
In 


L793, the new constitution then being in 
force it waa deemed necessary to provide 
a remedy, and Hamilton's fiscal plans 
were adopted and the mint wee estab- 
lished, but the recovery wae slow, the 
total issoe of own np to and including 
the year 1800 being only t2,53*.000 of all 
nude including subsidiary coinage. A 
considerable amount of foreign coin,how- 
ever oame in, but it was an immense im- 
provement upon the wild scheme of the 
fiiatieta which reunited from the wild at- 
tempts to greats "money" by the issue of 
paper of which due redemption in coin 
was not prond«d.
